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(57) Abstract 

Certain proteins (1A, IB, 3A, 3B, 3C, 4A, 4B) 
are present in spots on 2D-PAGE run on protein 
extracted from epithelial colorectal tumour tissue from 
patients suffering from colorectal cancer, but are 
present at a lower intensity or absent in 2D-PAGE 
run on corresponding normal tissue. These proteins 
and antibodies diereto arc useful in the diagnosis of 
colorectal cancer.
